“Bate per(waded, that after your Bleffednefs has 


read the Particulars we have related, you will 


wonder,that being inform’d of the Defigns of a Secret 
Enemy, we defert’d folong to difarm him of the 
Means of executing them. We acknowledge that the 
‘Superioricy of our Arms in Italy, gave us ground to 


hope thar we fhould at length eftabliffr Quiet in that 


Country ; that our’ Troops marching into Tyrol and 
joyning the Elector of Bavaria, would have oblig’d 
#2 Imperialifts to repafs the Mountains, to defend 
the Hereditary Tertitoties of the Houfe of Auftria ; 
that the Duke of Savoy, ‘deftirute of all hope of 
Succour from our Enemies, would ferioufly refleét on 
his own Condu&; and laying afide all thoughts of - 
new Engagements, would make good thofe between 
him and Us: We were equally averfe, either to 
kindle a ‘tiew War, or to deal roughly with a Prince, 
whom fo many indearing Ties ought to haye link’d 
intirely to our Intereft. 
To conclude, we were inform’d that the Count 
‘WAversberg went: from Vienna to-Turin, ro finith 
a Treary that had hung fo, long, and that had,in ap- 
peatance,been carry’d on with Secrecy,tho’ difcover'd 
almoft as foon as fet on foot: We were inform’d of 


the Arrival of that Minifter; of all the Steps he cook, © 


of his lodging in fevéral Houfes, fometimes in Turin, 
fometimes in the Country ; of the Duke of Savoy or 
his Minifter’s Treating with him. This Negociation 
became fo publick, that the Duke of Sayoy alone 
made a Myftery ofvit. The Difcourfe at’ 
A the Treaty ; they 
talk’d of carrying the War into Dauphiney, of em- 
ploying, the Vaudois, and the French of the pse-” 


tended reform’d. Religion, whom. that Prince might 
engage in his Service: It was talk’d what

If thefe Reports fo generally fpread had -been falfe, 
the Honour of thatPrince equally eblig’d - 
him to publith che Truth; but he was filent, and did 
nor fhew che leat Refentment of the Count de Lam-’ 
berg’s making a publick Talk ar Rome of the Treaty, 


to all whom he reckon’d to be in, the Intereft of the

of Savoy had fo obftinarely kept. After our Patience, 
was worn out, we refely’d to wy whether he would 
reflect on what ‘he was doing; and whether in the - 


Irrefolution we, fuppes’d he might be in, he could be’, 
brought over to-his teue Intereft, and the Inrereft 


The general Advices we had reteiv’d of his En- 
gagements, were communicated by gut Direétion to 
his Ambaflador: Hexdifown’d them. Tho’ with- 
out Order, he affur'd us his Mafter would always 
faithfully keep the Treaties he had made with us and 
the King our Grandfon. This Anfwer was confirm'd 
by the Duke of Savoy. He added deep Proreftations, 
that he had not made nor would make any Treaty 
with the Emperor or his Allies ; according to” 
his ufual Practice towards ‘us and others, he de- 
manded new Advantages as the juft Reward of his 
Services and adhering to his Alliance with us. 

He declar'd himfelf much’to. rhe fame purpofe, ro 
our Ambaffador at Turin, yet without affyring him 


fo poficively that he would not conclude any Treaty 


we broke this Silence, which the Duke © 


with the Emperor. He will hardly deny a Truth 
eafie to be Eve. He evaded explaining himfelf 
directly on fo effentiala Point. He made a fort of 
Apology for the Conduct he had purfued fince the 
Death of the late King of Spain ; all the Complain:s 
he had made on feveral Occafions were repeated ; 
he concluded with thefe words, That he had Senti- 
ments nice enough to make him refene highly fiuch Pro- 
ng I have faid he, I. have backled to Fore 
tune ; Out atlength the Sky is grownclear; I have now 
an Opportunity, on foal never have one, tv advance 
my Family, oa ae of the Povercy of Savoy, 
tho’ he had no defign to weat, he infinuated that he 
had defery'd by his Services to have his Dominions 
enlarg’d. He could not eafily have intimated in 
plainer Terms,the Progrefs of the Negotiation begun’ 
between the Emperor and him; Bur they had nor 


yet fully concerted Meafures for executing ir, it was 


neceffary to fufpend ownjng ic, and to leave us 
while in 4 we.” 
this end he caus'd a rambling Memorial to be 
drawn up, by*which in general Terms he gave us 
to uriderftand, that he expected the Milaneze in re- 
comipence for his great Services, pretending we and 
the King ouirGrandfon were beholding to him for tke 
Dominions belonging to the Spanifh Monarchy in 


Italy. 

We were well inform’d that what pafs'd in the 
Audiences he gave our Ambaflador, and the An{wers 
return'd by him, were communicated to the Em- 
peror’s Minifter at Turin , that nothing was done 
without his Participation; that all the Offers we 
could make to the Duke of Savoy would be thewn 
to that Minifter. So we did not matter what An- 
{wer we return’d to the Memorial be fentus. We 
forefaw the Ufe he would miake of whatever fhould | 
be propos’d to him on our part. The ufe he did make 
of it, appears in the ‘firft Memorial he caus’d to be 
ptefented co the Swifs Cantons. In fhorr, it was time 
to give over treating. Ir was neceflary to come to. 
vigorous Refolutions, to fruftrate his Defigns. The 
Officers and Soldiers of his Troops began apace to - 
leave the Army, under feign’d Pretences of Sicknefs. 


‘We'could reproach out felves-with nothing, but the 


Hazard we had run in too long deferring a Refolu- 


ion, that was indeed violent tho’ indi{penfably ne- 


ceffary. length we order’d the Troops of Savoy 
to be feiz’d, and difarm'd, conftrain’'d to ir by the 
many Reafons we have related to-ydur Bleffednefs. 
Tho’ this Recital is but too l.ng,we can affirm we 
have omitted divers very mat@rial Circumftauces.But 
to what purpofe thould We enumerate them, when 
we are juftified by.our véry Enemies ? The Princefs 
of Denmark, in her Speech to the Parliament of En- 
gland, took pleafure. in acquainting them that fae 
had engag’d the Duke of Savoy in the Interefts of 
the League. Had we form’d a Defign to invade his 
Dominions, as he would fain perfwade the World, 
his Conduct long fince gave us caufe to treat him as 
an Enemy. But far ftom ever having fuch a thoughr, | 


we are ftill difpos’d to let Piemont and Savoy enjoy a 


sie Neutrality, during this War, provided the 
Ortified Places be put into the hands of the Swifs, as_ 
we have propos'd to the Cantons, that a Paflage 
through the Country ‘be left open for our Troops,and 


- that the Duke of Savoy difarm his, 


This done, your Holinefs would quickly fee an 
end-of the Difquiet; which this War may have given + 
you: And we defire your Bleffednefs to 

ine 
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the more ix thall pleafe God’ to blefs the Jultice of 


our Arms, and confound the Defigns of our Enemies ; 
the readier we fhall be difpos’d to terminate by a firm 
Peace, the Calamities that have fo long afflicted 
Europe. We pray God,moft holy Father,your Bleffed-
